complete underground conduit system

laid ID tbe ground protected simply by 
a 2 inch plank, the latter for purposes 
of preservation usually creosoted. This 
plank was *lmply a protection for the 
cable, which was known as an iron 
armored, concentric cable. This cable 
was made up of a stranded copper wire 
in the centre covered wifb, jute or rub- 
ber about 3-16 of an Inch thick. Then 
came a single layer of small copper 
wires of the same capacity as the cen- 
tral wire, then another covering of rub- 
ber or jute and a covering of lead 5 of 
an inch in thickness. Ou top of the 
lead to protect it from physical injury 
was a winding flat steel. It was prac- 
tically impossible to repair a cable of 
this description 
aud 
often patrons 


would be without service fur hours aud 
perhaps days before a new cable could 
be installed, or a temporary repair 
made in the old one. 


A vase improvement has been made 


in the present conduit system over the 
old. It includes a very costly si-stem 
of ducts,'manholes aud cables. These 
ducts are made of vitrified clay and are 
of various sizes. They have to be laid in

When the sentinel 
waked the captain, Sheridan's lines 
were less than fifty yards in trout and 
were pouring heavy volleys into the 
unsupported Confederate artillery park. 


Guilford Duncan and his men were 


moved to uo excitement by this situa- 
tion. Their nerves had been schooled 
to steadiness aud their miuds to calm 
under any conceivable circumstances 
l>y four years of vastly varied fighting.

mounted their horses iu obedience to 
Duncan's brief command. He led them 
at once into the presence of Colonel 
Cabell, whose battalion of artillery lay 
nearest to him.

surrender. 


Night was now near at hand, and 


Guilford lJuiiL-an turned to his men and 
said: 


"The war Is practically over, I sup- 


pose, but I for one intend to stick to 
the game as long as it lasts. General 
Lee will sunvmlc'i- liis army tonight or 
tomorrow morning, but General John- 
ston still haA an army In the field in 
North Carolina. It Is barely possible 
that we may get to him. It Is my pur- 
pose to try. How many of you want to 
go with me?" 


The response was Instantaneous and 


unanimous. 


"We'll all slick by you, captain, 'till 


tho cows come home,'" they cried.

a strong desire to lie in it at the end 
of it." 


Tbe colonel's cannon were firing vig- 


orously by liiis time at the rate of 
six or eight shots to tbe minute from 
each gun. but lie calmly looked ovur 
the little

sponded : 


"Von h;nv >-'i!ne good horses, and 


this is April. 
You will need your 


horses in your farming operations. You 
bad belter lake them and your men 
out of here. Von can do no good by 
staying. This light is a formality pure 
and simple, a preliminary to the final 
surrender." 


"Then ywii order me to withdraw?"

All night long they umrched. They 


secured some coarse fwxlstutls at a 
mill which they passed on their way 
up into the mountains. There for a 
week they Mrujiglcd to make their way 
southward, lighting now and then, not 
with Federal troops, for there were 
none there, but with marauders. These 
were tho offscourings of both armies' 
aud of the negro population of that 
region. 
They made themselves the 


pests of Virginia at that time. Their 
little bands consisted of deserters from 
both armies, dissolute negroes and all 
other kinds of "lewd fellows of the 
baser sort." They raided plantations; 
they stole horses; they terrorized wom- 
en; they were a thorn In tbe flesh of 
General Grant's oltlcers who were 
placed in straiegic positions to prevent 
tbe possible occurrence of a guerrilla 
warfare and who therefore could not 
scatter their forces for the polleiug of 
a land left desolate and absolutely 
lawless. 


During the sojourn In the mountains, 


In his effort to push bis way through 
to Johnston, Guilford Duncan came 
upou a plantation where only women 
wore llvln:: In the mansion house. A 
company of marauders had taken pos- 
session of the plantation, occupying Its 
negro cabins and terrorizing the popu- 
lation of the place. 
When Duncan 


rode up with bis seven armed men he 
instantly took command and assumed 
the role of protector. First of all be 
posted bis men as sentries for the pro- 
tection of the plantation homestead. 
Next be sent out scouts, including a 
number of trusty negroes who belong- 
ed upou the plantation, to find out 
where the marauders were located, and 
what their numbers were, and what 
purpose they might seem bent upou. 
From the reports of these scouts be 
learned that the marauders exceeded 
him In force by three to one or more, 
but that fact in no way appalled him. 
During-n long experience In war he 
had learned well tbe lesson that num- 
bers count for less than morale and 
that with skill and resoluteness a small 
force may easily overcome and destroy 
a larger one. 


Duncan sent at once for the best 


negroes on the plantation—the negroes 
who bad proved themselves Idyal in 
their affection for their mistresses 
throughout the war. 
Having assem- 


bled these, be inquired of the women 
what arms and ammunition they-had. 
There were the usual number of shot- 
guns belonging to a plantation and a 
considerable supply of powder and 
buckshot. 
Duncan assembled the ne- 


groes iu the great hall of the planta- 
tion house aud said to them: 


"I have seven men here, all armed 


and all fighters. I have arms enough 
for you boys if you are willing to join 
me in the defense of the ladles on this 
plantation against about tbe worst set 
of scoundrels that ever lived on earth." 


Johnny, the head dining room serv- 


ant, speaking for all the rest, replied: 


"In co'se we is. Jest you lead us, 


mahstah, and you'll see how we'll do 
de wu'k." 


The marauders had established them- 


selves in four or five of the negro 
quarters ou tbe plantation, and in a 
certain sense they were strongly forti- 
fied. That is to say, they were housed 
in cabins built of logs too thick for 
any bullet to penetrate them. Four of 
these cabins were so placed that a fire 
from the door and the windows of 
either of them would completely com- 
mand the entrance of each of the oth- 
ers. But to offset that, and to offset 
also the superiority of numbers which 
the marauders enjoyed, (inilfonl Dun- 
can decided upon an attack by night. 
He knew he/was outnumbered by two 
or three to one, even if he counted the 
willing but untrained negroes whom he 
had enlisted iu his service. But he did 
not despair of success. It was his pur- 
pose to dislodge tbe marauders iu a 
night attack, when ho know that they 
could not see to shoot with effect. He 
knew nlso that "he is thrice armed 
who knows his quarrel just." 


Cautioning his men to maintain si- 


lence and to advance as quickly as pos- 
sible, he got them Into position and 
suddenly rushed upon the first of the 
four or five negro quarters. Knowing 
that the door of this house would be 
barricaded, he bad instructed some of 
the negroes to bring a pole with them 
which might be used as n battering 
ram. With a rush, but without any 
hurrah, for Duucau had ordered quiet 
as a part of his plan of campaign, the 
negroes carried the great pole forward 
and instantly crushed in the door. 
Within ten seconds afterward Dun- 
can's ex-Confederate soldiers, with 
their pistols iu tjse, were within the 
house, and the company of marauders 
there surrendered—those of them who 
had not fallen before the pistol shots. 
This first flush ot victory encouraged 
the negroes under his command so far 
that what had been their enthusiasm 
became a positive battle madness. 
Without waiting for orders from him 
they rushed with their battering rani 
upou the other bouses occupied by the 
marauders, us did also his men, who 
were not accustomed to follow, but 
rather to lead, and within a few min- 
utes all of those negro huts were in his 
possession, and 
nil the.ir occupants 


were in effect his'prisoners. 


At this inomuut Guilford Duncan, 


who bad now uo legal or military au- 
thority over liis men, lost control of 
them. Both rbe negroes and the white 
men seemed to go mad. They recog- 
nized in tbe marauders no rights of n 
military kind, mi title to be regarded ns 
fighting men and no conceivable claim 
upon their conquerors' consideration. 
Both tbe negroes aud the white men 
were merciless in their slaughter of the 
marauding highwaymen. Once, In the 
melee, Guilford Duncan endeavored to 
check their enthusiasm as a barbarity, 
but bis men responded in quick, bullet- 
like words, indicating their Idea that 
those men were not soldiers entitled to 
bo taken prisoners, but were beasts of 
prey, rattlesnakes, mad dogs, enemies 
of the human race, whose extermina- 
tion It was the .duty of every honest 
man to s»vk and to accomplish as 
quickly as possible.

They ran amuck, and when th« 
morning came there was not one muu 
of all those mil Hinders left alive to tell 
the story of the conflict. 


Ju the meanwhile Guilford Duncan 


by means of his men, had gathered In 
formation In every direction, lie knew 
now that all hope was gone of his join 
Ing Johnston's army, even if that arm; 
had not surrendered, as by this time il 
probably bad done. 
He therefore 


brought his men together. 
Most ot 


them lived Iu those mountains round- 
about or hi the lower country east ot 
them, so he said to them: 


"Men, the war Is over. Most of you 


as I understand it. live somewhere 
near here or within fifty miles ot 
here. As the last order that I shall 
ever Issue to you as a captain. I direct 
you now to return to your homes 8t 
once.' My advice to 3-011 is to go to 
work and rebuild you'r fortunes as best 
you can. 
We've bad our last fight. 


We've done our duty like men. 
We 


must now do the best that we can for 
ourselves uwlej- extremely adverse cir- 
cumstances, (io home, cultivate your 
fields, take care of your families and 
be as good citizen* in jieace as you 
have been good soliiiers in war." 


There was a hurried consultation 


among tbe men. 
Presently Sergeant 


Garrett spoke for the rest and said: 


"We will not go home. Captain Dun 


can, until each one of us has written 
orders from you to do so. Some of us 
fellows have children iu our homes, 
and the rest of us may have children 
hereafter. We want them to know, as 
tbe years go by. that w? did not desert 
our cause even in its dying hours; that 
we did not quit the aruiy until we were 
ordered to quit. We ask of you. for 
each of us, a written order to go home 
or to go wherever else you may order 
.us to go." 


The captain fully understood tbe loy- 


alty of feeling which underlay this re- 
quest, and he promptly responded to It. 
Taking from bis pocket a number of 
old letters and envelopes, he searched 
out whatever 6C"raps there might be of 
blank paper. 
Upon these scraps be 


issued to each man of his little com- 
pany a iKjremptotT order to return to 
his home, with an added statement in 
the case of each that he had "served 
loyally, bravely aud well even unto 
tbe end."

not Hindi In'iUT. Tlierc had been uo 
battling 11)1 there iu the laud of tho 
sky, hut tile SIMM and the desolation 
of war were mitnifL'St even upon moun- 
tain sldus aud muuiitaiu tops. 


For four years the men who dwelt 


in tbe rude los cal>ins of that frost bit- 
ten and sterile region had been serv- 
ing as volunteers In the army, fighting 
for a cause which was none of theln 
and which they did not at all under- 
stand or try to understand. 
They 


fought upon instinct alouL'. It had al- 
ways boon t!:i> custom of the uiouutalu 
dwellers to shoulder tu«ir Buns and go 
Into the thick o!' every fray which 
seemed to them in any way to threaten 
their native laud. They went blindly, 
they fotrbt dosjierately, and they en- 
dured manfully- 
Ignorant, Illiterate, 


abjectly poor, 
inured 
to hardship 


through t,'eneratious, they asked no 
(Uiestious the answers to which they 
could not understand. It was enough 
for them to know that their native land 
was invaded by au armed foe. When- 
ever that occurred they were ready to 
meet force with force and to. do their 
humble nil-litlest to drive that foe 
away or to destroy him wltbout asking 
even who ha was. 


During the absence of four years 


their homes had fallen into fearful 
desolation. Those homes were log cab- 
Ins, clinked and daubed, mostly bavins 
earthen lloors ami clrimncys built of 
sticks thickly plastered with mud.' Hut, 
humble as they were, they were homes. 
and they held the wives and children 
whom these men loved. 


The little mountain homesteads bad 


been spared devastation. But In war it 
Is not "the enemy" alone who lays 
waste. Such little cribs and granaries 
and smokehouses as these poor moun- 
tain dwellers owned had been despoil- 
ed of their stores to feed tlje, armies in 
the field. Their boys, even those as 
young as fourteen. had been drawn 
into the army. Their lings, their sheep. 
the few milk cowg they possessed, had 
been taken iiwiiy from them. Their 
scanty o.\on h:id been converted into 
army beef, and those of them who 
owned a horse or a mule had been 
compelled to smTcmler the animal for 
military use. receiving in return only 
Confederate treasury notes, now worth 
no more tha'n so much of waste paper. 


Nevertheless (Jnilt'ord Diim-nii per- 


fectly understood that he must look to 
the Impoverished people of the high 
mountains for a food .supply in this 
his sore extremity. Therefore, instead 
of crossing the range by way of any of 
the main traveled passes, he pushed 
his grass refreshed steed straight up 
Mount IMonsant to its topmost heights. 


There, about noon, he came upon a 


lonely cabin whose owner had readied 
home from the war only n day or two 
earlier. 


There was an air of desolation and 


decay about the place; but, knowing 
the ways of the mountaineers, the 
j»dung man did not despair of securing 
some food there, for even when the 
mouutaiueer is most prosperous his 
fences are apt to be down, his roof rut 
of repair and all his surroundings to 
wear the look of abandonment and 
despair. 


Duncan began by asking for dinner 


for himself and horse, and the re- 
sponse was what he expected in that 
land of poverty stricken but always 
generous hospitality. 


"Ain't got much to offer you, cnp'a," 


eaid the owner, "but Bleb as it IB you're1 
welcome." 


Meanwhile be had given the horse & 


dozen ears of corn, saying: 


"Beckon 'twon't hurt him. He don't 


look 's if he'd been a-feedin' any too 
hearty, an' I reckon a dozen ears won't 
founder him." 


For dinner there were a scanty piece 


of bacon, boiled with wild mustard 
plants for greens, and some pones of 
corn bread. 


To Guilford Duncan in his starring 


condition this seemed a veritable feast 
The eating of it so far refreshed him 
that he cheerfully answered all the 
questions put to him by his shirt 
sleeved host. 


It is a tradition in Virginia that no- 


body can ask so many questions as a 
Yankee, and yet there was never a 
people so insistently given to asking 
questions of n purely and impertinent- 
ly personal character as were the Vir- 
ginians of anything less than the high- 
er and gentler class. They question- 
ed a guest not so much because of any 
idle curiosity concerning his affairs as 
because of a friendly desire to mani- 
'est interest In him and in what might 
concern him.

English name for one of the pieces. In 
Germany the game is still called dame- 
spiel, in Holland the board is dambord. 
and In Scotland dambrod still survives. 
In the United States the less usual 
name of chequers, spelled checkers, is 
employed. Polish, Spanish, Italian and 
Turkish draughts are varieties of the 
some game. The Polish game, which 
has several peculiarities, was intro- 
duced In Paris in 1723 and was at first 
played on a board of 100 squares with 
40 men. — Chambers' Journal.

The Ideal Camera. 


The Ideal camera for naturalist pur- 


poses is one of the reflex type, In which 
the photographer can see his object— 
the size of it will be reproduced on his 
plate, the right way up—and can see 
It until the moment of exposure. Such 
a camera wltb a long bellows and a 
lens which Is Intended for a plate at 
least one size .larger than the plate 
he is using In his camera and also pro- 
vided with a curtain shutter which 
works just in front of the plate, with 
speeds varying from a time exposure 
up to one two-thousandth part of a 
second, is the kind of Instrument used 
by most of the naturalist 
photogra- 


phers whole work appears In print-

One hundred pounds of wood ashes 


contain five pounds of potash nnd are 
particularly valuable as' au orchard 
fertilizer and as a renovator of loose, 
sandy soils. Coal ashes, on the other 
hand, possess no fertilizing value for 
any growing crop and should not be 
used. 


The annual wall from southern peach 


growers has been raised relative to an 
alleged destruction of 50 per cent of 
this year's crop and the absolute ruin 
of many orchards. One redeeming fea- 
ture of the situation Is that, as a rule 
the peach growers are pessimistic an 
generally more scared than hurt. 


A member of the Milsoufi state 


board of agriculture, after making a 
careful estimate, states that if two 
kernels of corn were added to every 
ear produced in the state the value of 
the crop would be increased to the ex- 
tent of $200,000. It is In view of 'fig- 
ures such as these that such tremen- 
dous Importance Is attached to the gos- 
pel of good seed corn aud scientific and 
intelligent culture of the crop that If 
being preached all over the corn hell.

Just al the moment wh«u 
tiie two Hided are lining up for a vole ou 
thai rate bill aud when that measure 
is lighting for its integrity It not for its 
very life, ihe report ou standard Oil Is 
a veritable bouib in the bauds of tbe 
administration. The report has been 
the eeuiatkm of the week iu Washing- 
Ion aud Comiu la-loner Garlield hat 
made the reputation of a lifetime lu 
rendering It. 


Beside the cold, official statement of 


the report, Ihe mnat insistent clamor 
of Ihe papers aud of the magazines 
seems tame. For this is official while 
the olber It au unofficial arraignment. 
Accompanying the report is tbe tne»- 
page ol the Pre*ideut saying that the 
report alone would prove tbat tbe pas 
sage of au effective rale bill Is au abac, 
luie uecewlly. But Ibe President goes 
faither. lie recommends the passage 
of tbe free alcohol bill for Ibe same 
reason and tbe retention ol tbe govern- 
ment Illle to coal and oil lands iu the 
public domain, Ibe latter measure be- 
ing an all opponents of ibe adiuinislra 
lion will be sure tu claim, a long step 
in the direction of racialism. Hut ibe 
report of the Bureau of Corporations is 
there to show that Ibe leeomuieuda- 
tiou ifj a much needed one. 


Tbe report ou tbe .Standard Oil Com- 


pany ia a lengthy document, but the 
Couimisaiouer of Corporations sums up 
his conclusions rather briefly.

Discrimination iu me 
transportation of oil embrace a variety 
of forms some of the most important of 
which may be uaid lo be: 


Secret and semi-secret rebates. 
Discrimination in tbe open arrange- 


ments of rales. 
Ditenminatiou iu tbe 


ireatment of private tank cars. 


It is Mated tbat tbe railroad diwriui- 


luatioiis discovered by the Bureau of 
Corporations netted the Standard a 
profit of $750,000 a year on Us freight 


lues*. This wan bad enough but It 


was only a drop.In tbe bucket com- 
lared to the euormouB advantage that 


» discrimination enabled tbe Stan- 


dard lo exercise in squeezing ibe last 
cent out of the consumer all over the 
country. The reports maces that out 
of 26,000,000 barrels of oil reliued au- 
mally in this country, tbe Standard 
handles 23.000,000. It will thus be 
seen tbat there are only a few scat- 
,ered localities, and these as a rule 
close to tbe crude oil centres and with 
a market ill easy reach, that are what 
might be called "competitive areas." 
['hey are very limited in extern, 
fu 


all the other great territories, compel!- 
ion has been killed by the ruthless 
lysiem of under selling, spying aud 
•ailroad discrimination on which Ibe 
Standard has beeu built up and which 
ts vabt wealth enables U to practice. 
Tn the lion competitive areas the price 
ifc.il is from three to five cents higher 
ban iu the competitive- areas. Since 
be fair protit on a gallon-of retlned oil 
s half a cent, it is easy to t-tee the vast 
i-veilue that the company baa been 
ble toexael from the public. 
The methods, of diecrlujiuutiou euu- 


niciuied above are uot tbe only oues 
hat the report charges ilbe company 
vilh practicing. It habitually uiiss- 
>ills goods, has the 
freight charges 


uade out iu the central oflice of tbe 
ailroad companies so that there is uo 
elling how much oil has beeu traus- 
lorted for a given price, uses the state 
ales pieced together to defeat the small 
:wwei that tbe Interstate Commerce 
,'oiuinission would otherwise have over 
t and uses all sorts of secret and pecu- 
lar methods iu gettiug at its one object, 
in uufair advantage over its competitor. 


Iu this connection the President says 
bat the danger of governmental cou- 
rol stifling Individual lultatlve is as 
uotblug to the stifling that Individual 
ultUtive receives from the giant corpo- 
atious which use their wealth aud 
>ower to kill all competition. In his 
message accompanying the report, be 
ays: 
"The argument is sometimes ad- 


rauced agaiust conferring ou some gov- 
irumeutal body the power of super- 
'isiou aud control over Interstate com- 
merce that to do so tends to weaken 
udividual initiative.

uch as this concisely disprove any 
ucb allegation. Ou the other band tbe 
iroper play for individual iuitiative 
au ouly be found In such government 
upervision as will curb those mouopo- 
ies tbat crush out all individual initia- 
ive. The railroad Itself without such 
overumeut aid cannot protect the iu- 
erest of its own stockholders as agaiust 
ue of these great corporations, loosely 
uowu as trusts." 
In connection with the harm that 
he corporations .if the Standard sort 
lave done the country, the President 
urthcr says that the action of the gov- 
riiment in denying the railroads tbe 
iglil of combination in order to prc-

:> protect themselves agaiust the un- 
jwful demands of such monopolies us 
:ie Slundttrd. He says in concluding 
is message. 
"Though not bearing upon the ques- 
ion of railroad rales, there are two 
Measures, the consideration of which 
s imperatively suggested by the sub- 
mission of this report. Tbe Staudard 
Til Company has largely by uufair aud 
ulawful methods crushed out home 
ompetitiou. It is bighly desirable tbat 
u element of competiiiou should be 
ulrodticed by the passage of some such 
aw as that which has already passed 
jb House, putting alcohol,, for use iu 
le arts and manufactures, ou tbe free 
at. Further more the time has come 
'hen uo more coal or oil lands held by 
lie government either upon the public 
oiualu or ou the land owned by the 
idliin tribes should be alienated. The 


ee to such lands should bo kept In ,the 
^uited States government whether or 
ot the profits arising from it are to be 
iven to any Indian tribe aud the lands 
lould be leased only ou such terms 
nd for such periods aa will enable the 
overnment to keep entire control 
icreof."

more urged that the suspension be 
tarned into a strike, but they were hope- 
lessly In the minority and their remarks 
were listened to In silence.

May 11.—Without a 


single hitch and with only a minor ac- 
cident to mar the memorable day, the 
Russian parliament was 
inaugurated 


yesterday. The weather was superb, 
and the stage management of the im- 
pressive scene at the winter palace, 
where Emperor Nicholas, surrounded 
by courtiers and all the pouip and 
panoply of power, delivered the speech 
from the throne to the members of the 
two houses, was perfect. 
Such a spec- 


tacle, perhaps, never before has been 
witnessed on the earth's stage. 


A magnificent but, to foreign eyes, 


semiytrarbarlc pageant, headed by two 
masters of ceremonies in gorgeous uni- 
forms, apjieared in the throne room. 
These officials bore the golden keys of 
offlce on , their hips. 
Before them 


walked two grooms and three court 
heralds with gold tipped wands. Then 
like a phalanx came a resplendant ar- 
ray of court dignitaries and officials. 
Following them, escorted by 12 tall 
grenadiers in bearskin shakos, six high 
dignitaries bore the emblems of the sov- 
ereignty of the house of Uomanoff, the 
seal of the empire, the Imperial stand- 
ard, the sword ot" state, with its long, 
straight blade borne point up, the orb 
and sceptre and the glittering imperial 
crown in the order named. 


Half a tiozen paces in the rear, the 


czar, walking alone, advanced easily, 
holding himself erect 
and 
evidently 


steeling himself for the ceremony, tie 
was dressed in the simple blue uniform 
of'a colonel, with half length boots, and 
iiis only decorations were the scarlet 
nbbon of the Alexander Nevsky oniet

.tf the St. Andrew order.

The young empress wore dia- 
monds and the dowager empress pearls,

every word. 
Such a hush fell on the 


assembly during the reading that the 
snap of a camera shutter was sharply 
audible. 


The reading of the speech from the 


throne was not broken by the slightest 
attempt at applause, but the minute the 
czar had finished, bowed to the mem- 
bers of parliament and placed his foot 
on the step of the dais to descend, a 
long cheer broke forth. 
The enthu- 


siasm, however, was principally con- 
fined to the courtiers and 
officers. 


Many, of the members of parliament 
were sullen and silent. 


The message, in reality, was lest a 


throne speech than a greeting, and re- 
quired only three minutes for its de- 
livery. Emperor Nicholas read slowly. 
The admirable and even cordial tone of 
the sovereign in renewing his pledges 
and asking the co-operation of parlia- 
ment for thu regeneration of the coun- 
try was only negatively satisfactory. 
Courtiers and spectators other than 
members of the national parliament led 
the cheerini:. but the members were 
ominously slli lit. 
expressing neither 


approval nr disapproval.

expecting to make a profit and return 
the money to the city. It is said to have 
been possible for Felker to negotiate the 
notes, as they required only his own 
signature and that of Houston. 
The 


mayor added his name to them upon 
representations of the treasurer, and 
the fact that no memorandum of them 
was entered upon the city books has 
gone undiscovered heretofore. 


.Mayor Houston said lust night that 


he had suspected for some time that 
the city indebtedness was larger than 
it should be, but the first intimation of 
anything wrong iu relation to the treas- 
urer came about two weeks ago, when 
he received a letter from the Roxbury 
Institution for Savings regarding a note 
for $25,000 held by that

against the city of Newburyport.

"Nobody will deny or dispute that in 


certain circumstances augmented veloc- 
ity can be gamed ouly at the expense 
«fauj;mented coal-consumption. If you 
desire to force au express of a certaiu 
weight up a oue-per-ceut grade at fifty 
.-miles an bour, Instead of forty, you can 
duly do so by meaus of Increased power 
obtained through increased consump- 
tion "I fuel. That m quite clear. Eveiy- 
ijody knows that and uuiio'ly disputes

It is out established 
that in certaiu circumstances the resist- 
ance does not diminish m some degtee 
as ttie velocity increases. The entire 
question is an open oue. 
Hut it is ut 


least fairly open todoubt whether, after 
a particular velocity has been attained, 
the rate of increasing resistance, and 
eveu the amount of resistance itself, do 
unt steadily decline. This 1ms been 
found definitely t j be the case in certain 
instances. 
Why should it not be- so? 


The reply will be that every source of 
resistance is necessarily magnified by 
augmented speed. No! not necessarily, 
by any meaus. 


"Now, 
however, I come to the kernel 


of the whole matter. Why should high 
speed be employed at all? Why should 
railway^ run faster than omnibuses, or 
even than a walking pace? 
Why 


should not all merchandise aud pro- 
duce be conveyed along roads or canals 
ihe entire freights of the whole world 
could be covered by horse-drawn vehi- 
cles. It would merely be a case of 
multiplying horses and vehicles, aud 
then the farmers, too, would thrive 
through the demand for fodder, etc. 
Imagine such a suggestion twine made 
-toauy practical man! It is unfortunate 
that the query. "Does high speed at- 
tract aud retain aud improve traffic?" 
can ouly be answered on the strength 
of circumstantial evidence. But 
un- 


doubtedly, there Is a large weight of 
circumstantial evidence In the affirma- 
tive. High, speed on railways does pay 
"judiciously managed. If the result 
of acceleration be unfavorable, the fault 
lies with the management, not with 
the speed.

The 
difficulties of road management iu 
their way were discussed by Angus 
Sinclair in Kailway and Locomotive 
Engineering iu au article on "Tne 
Fastest Trains iu the World." 
Mr. 


Sinclair was moved to blf observations 
by tbe installation of rival flyers from 
New York to Chicago by the Pennsyl- 
vania aud New York Central systems. 
Mr. Sinclair said: 
" The problems of pushing through 


these imins punctually every day ou 
the limited time scheduled constitute 
the most strenuous work that railroad 
men have ever undertaken; aud their 
successful consummation will add new 
laurels to American railroad manage- 
ment. The speed is not so excessive, 
for tbe Empire State Express bas long 
beeu run ou that average schedule, and 
for a long stretch maintains a speed 
over sixty miles au hour, but the ex- 
tremely long journey is what strains all 
concerned, for keeping that length of 
road tree from obstruction at certaiu 
time* of tbe day la a stupendous task. 


"When afait tram bas to be run ouly 


about cue hundred miles tbe task is 
generally easy, for there will be few In- 
terruptions of speed; but when ten 
times that distance ha« to be run, 
spurts of extreme velocity am necessary 
to overbalance inevitable delays. There 
fore, au average over ten miles above 
the running speed must be maintained, 
which will be increased as much as 
the capacity of the motive power will 
admit ou occasions when delavs have 
been encountered. Newspaper reports, 
which are notoriously unreliable con- 
cerning high traiu speeds, have beeu 
telling about amazing speed attained 
by the two trains, and the traiu dec 
patcuerM sheets indicate that from 
eighty l« 100 miles an bour lias beeu 
mad , wli>:ii is rem irkaule eveu tor 
shoit runs like I lie Atlantic City Ex- 


'•lii 1845 President Stevens of the 


Cauideu & Am buy, the flret link of the 
great Pennsylvania «ystem, visited 
Europe aud was so much carried away 
with Ihe high-speed engines ceen there 
I bat tie ordered bis supeiinteudeut of 
machinery to build oue like them. The 
engine was a failure because tbe boiler 
was too small to supply the cylinders 
with steam. This was the weak point 
of all the early high-speed locomotives 
in every country where they were tried. 
The designers worked ou the principle 
that the size of driving wheels measured 
tbe speed power of tbe engine instead 
of tbe capacity of tbe boiler to generate 
the steam required to keep the driviug 
wheels running. That was a discovery 
that came ou the path of numerous 
failures. 


"The 
old high-speed locomotives 


could uot be depended upou to haul a 
tram heavier than the engine at a speed 
of sixty miles an hour. Modem high- 
speed locomotives, with their huge 
boilers, can be depeuded upon to haul 
a train three times their own weight ut 
sixty miles, which enables the owners 
to put behind them a payiug load. 
When the New York Central people 
first made tbe trials of tram speed that 
resulted iu the introduction of the Em- 
pire State Express they worked to lind 
<ru! the load that the engine would haul, 
and to make certain that it would pay. 
The improved locomotives now in use 
haul a payiug load, eveu with extra- 
ordinary heavy dead weight per passen- 
ger carried. A payiug load, that is the 
real limit of competition." 


In a recent bulletin of the Interna- 


tional Railway Congress Arthur Kram- 
er sets forth some facts about 
"The 


Fastest Trains lu Europe and Amer- 
ica." At the moment, be says, writiug 
in December, 1905, tbe Northern of 
France bas the fastest train in Europe. 
It runs between Paris and Calais, 
hauled by the famous de Ulehu four- 
cylinder compound locomotive which 
is now In use ou most of the French 
lines aud has recently been introduced 
also into Ejglaud by the Great West- 
ern Kailway. 


The distance 
between Paris' aud 


Calais is 197.23 kilometres (184.69 miles) 
aud is covered by the fastest trains in 
-three hours aud oue minute. 
This 


means between Paris and Amiens, 
where a stop of four minutes Is allowed 
for coaling aud watering the engine, an 
average speed of 101.69 kilometres (63.- 
19 miles), aud between Amiens aiid 
Calais 96.06 kilometres (59.70 miles) au 
hour,

Lib- 
erty or death was the cry of freedom's 
ap.istlen long before I'atrick Heuiy and 
hi* compatriots »trugnled to break the 
chain of a servile relation; aud while 
the wielders of power have always 
branded these advocates an rebels aud 
Insurgents, the verdict of history has 
beeu and evermore must be that every 
gaiu iu liberty of the people, every 
widening privilege of 'popular govern- 
ment has resulted In the progress, hap- 
pines*, and higber welfare of the world. 
The desire for liberty, for self-gjveru- 
ruent, is ignale in the normal human 
mind; aud the race, the nation, or the 
ludlvidual that does uot desire freedom 
and struggle agaiust the bonds of serf- 
dom u dwarfed aud stunted.
